1. Mr. J. F. Gates Clarke. 
The Meyrick Collection of Microlepidoptera. 
[ABSTRACT] 


A discussion of this important private collection, methods used by the owner, 
sources of material, arrangement and the influence of Meyrick’s work on the 
study of this group. All will be illustrated by examples of the collection, cata- 
logues, labels, concept of species, etc. A brief discussion of the work in hand will 
also be given. 


2. Dr. O. W. Richards. 
The significance of the number of wing-hooks in bees and wasps. 
[ABSTRACT | 


The wing-hooks or hamuli on the hind wings of Hymenoptera hold the pair 
on each side together in flight. Alpator, Rayment and Schwarz have shown 
that there is some reason to believe that the number of the hooks is related to 
the distance which the insects have to fly in their nesting activities. It now 
appears that, in social species, queens which found colonies by themselves have 
more hooks than the corresponding workers, whereas queens which found colonies 
with the aid of a swarm have fewer hooks. There appears to be some process 
by which the reduction of size in workers leads to less reduction in hook number 
than might be expected.
